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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee

The  prevention  of  illness  is  one  of  the  important  features  of  the 
medical  and  nursing  services  which  are  described  in  this  report.  In  the 
Tuberculosis  Service  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  infection  from 
lung  cases  with  active  tuberculosis  disease  is  maintained  by  tracing 
contacts ,  arranging  B.C.G.  vaccinations ,  applying  for  better  housing  and 
sleeping  accommodation,  by  visiting  clinic  defaulters  and  by  providing 
domestic  assistance  from  the  Home  Help  Service.  In  the  midwifery 

service,  the  midwife  spends  as  much  time  on  ante-natal  care  as  she  does 
on  the  actual  confinement. 

The  work  of  the  Home  Nurse  has  also  undergone  a  recent  change,  less  time 
being  spent  on  injections  and  much  more  on  general  nursing.  This  is  the 
result  of  the  introduction  of  antibiotics  given  by  mouth  and,'  to  a  less 
extent,  the  issue  of  sterilised  disposable  syringes. 

Day  and  Night  Nursing  Service 

Prolonged  attention  to  severely  ill  patients  is  given  by  nurses  and 
sitters-in  for  several  hours  during  the  day  or  night.  This  is  provided  by 
the  Marie  Curie  Foundation  in  cancer  cases  and  by  the  County  Council  in  all 
other  types  of  cases. 

Home  Helps 

There  is  a  steady  annual  increase  in  the  number  of  elderly  people 
receiving  domestic  help.  Smaller  groups  of  cases  receiving  attention  are 
maternity  cases  in  which  a  charge  is  usually  made,  and  problem  families 
who  have  the  service  provided  free.  Problem  families  can  also  have  their 
rent  guaranteed  by  the  County  Council  to  prevent  the  break-up  of  the  family 
and  to  avoid  the  admission  of  children  to  Homes  and  foster-homes. 

Dental  Treatment  for  Children  and  Expectant  Mothers 

A'  County  Dental  Clinic  provides  treatment  for  children  of  all  ages 
and  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers.  No  charge  is  made  for  dentures  in 
this  service. 

Chiropody 

Elderly  people  nearly  monopolise  the  chiropody  scheme.  The  number 
of  expectant  mothers  and  physically  handicapped  persons  receiving  treatment 
is  negligible. 

Maltby  Training  Centre 

This  Centre  now  accommodates  115  subnormal  persons  of  all  ages.  A 
Special  Care  Unit  for  spastic  cases  provides  for  12  severely  handicapped 
children  and  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  parents  of  these  unfortunate 
cripples. 

Meals  are  now  provided  from  the  Training  Centre  kitchen  which  permits 
the  Centre  to  remain  open  during  school  holidays. 

Infectious  Diseases 

The  collection  of- diseases  called  ^astro-enteritis 1  causes  one  of  the 
most  troublesome  infections  of  childhood  and  is  a  frequent  reason  for 
hospital  admission.  A  special  investigation  was  made  by  the  Medical 
Research  Council  of  cases  from  this  area  in  1963* 

Venereal  Diseases 

These  are  no  problem  locally.  The  district  has  escaped  the  outbreaks 
suffered  by  large  urban  areas  with  large  numbers  of  immigrants. 


Mental  Health 


One  of  the  main  endeavours  in  the  Mental  Health  field  is  to  discharge 
from  mental  hospitals  cases  who  are  admitted  for  social  rather  than  medical 
reasons  and  the  two  Mental  Welfare  Officers ,  who  are  responsible  for  the 
home  care  services ,  spend  a  great  deal  of  time  on  hospital  discharge  cases. 

A  centre  for  sheltered  employment  would  make  their  work  much  easier* 
School  Medical  Service 

Eight  and  twelve  year  old  children  now  have  hearing  tests  in  schools 
by  Health  Visitors  using  pure-tone  audiometers. 

Children  with  partial  or  total  deafness  are  referred  to  the  Doncaster 
Audiology  Clinic  to  see  whether  they  are  suitable  for  admission  to  the 
Doncaster  School  for  the  Deaf* 

A  minor  matter  is  the  loan  of  Eastleigh  enuresis  alarms  for  children 
who  are  bed-wetters. 

Children  with  speech  defects  attend  a  clinic  in  the  district  which  is 
held  weekly. 

The  Child  Guidance  Clinic  is  struggling  along  with  difficulty  without 
a  Child  Psychiatrist. 

Public  Health  Inspectors 

A  separate  section  of  the  report  is  written  by  the  Senior  Public 
Health  Inspector  giving  an  account  of  results  achieved  in  slum  clearance, 
in  improving  housing  accommodation,  drainage,  food  supplies  and  public 
cleansing.  It  is  not  easily  possible  to  exaggerate  the  importance  of 
these  services.

Infant  Welfare  Clinic 

871  children  under  five  years  of  age  made  7 ? 877  attendances  at  the 
Maltby  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  during  the  year.  3,434  of  these  attendances 
were  made  by  children  under  one  year  of  age.

I  am  satisfied  that  the  phenylketonuria  tests  are  being  given 
methodically  to  a  very  high  percentage  of  babies  born  each  year  in  the 
D i vision. 

At  staff  meetings ,  these  tests  have  been  discussed  repeatedly  with 
Health  Visitors  and  all  are  enthusiastic  about  the  continuation  of  tests. 
Combined  with  the  first  interview  at  the  baby’s  home,  phenylketonuria 
testing  seems  to  be  no  serious  burden. 

For  1963?  no  confirmed  positive  test  was  obtained  but  this  is  of  no 
significance  in  two  thousand  tests. 

The  specialists  and  laboratory  facilities  at  Sheffield  Children’s 
and  Rotherham  Moorgate  Hospitals  are  excellent  for  confirming,  or  otherwise, 
any  positive  tests  obtained  on  the  district. 

Children  Neglected  or  Ill-treated  in  their  own  Homes 


Well-attended  meetings  of  the  Committee  for  children  neglected  or 
ill-treated  in  their  own  homes  were  held  at  Wickersley  Clinic  on  17th  May 
and  at  Dinnington  Clinic  on  26th  September.  A  further  meeting  arranged 
for  Swallownest  Clinic  had  to  be  cancelled  at  short  notice. 

Domestic' helps 'were  provided  for  three  families  for  a  total  period 
o f  19  weeks.  It  is  too  easy  to  identify  these  families  from  descriptions 
given  of  their  home  surroundings  and  the  results  of  publicity  have  the  most 
unfortunate  repercussions  involving  the  Health  Visitors.  I  do  not,  therefor 
propose  to  describe  any  of  the  three  cases  who  have  had  domestic  help. 

During  the  year,  no  rent  guarantees  were  given  to  local  councils  for 
tenants  threatened  with  eviction. 

Liaison  with  Hospital  Service 


Direct  Liaison 


(a)  Rotherham  Hospital  is  visited  weekly  and  the  visits  take  approximately 
two  hours.  Routine  reports  are  obtained  upon  the  home  circumstances  of 
all  old  people  and  children.  Any  other  patients  with  home  difficulties 
are  interviewed  in  the  wards  and  home  visits  are  paid  if  necessary.  All 
cases  due  for  discharge  are  reviewed  by  the  Health  Visitor  and  Ward  Sister. 

Visits  to  patients’  homes  occupy  approximately  three  half  days  of  a 
Health  Visitor’s  time  each  week. 

(b)  Moorgate  Hospital  is  also  visited  weekly  and  the  visits  occupy  two 
hours.  In  this  hospital,  special  attention  is  given  to  patients  in  the 
maternity  wards,  the  geriatric  wards  and  the  premature  baby  unit.  Monthly 
meetings  with  the  geriatrician  are  held  to  review  cases  awaiting  admission. 

(c)  Listerdale  Maternity  Home  is  visited  weekly,  the  visit  occupying  one 
hour.  Health  Visitors’  reports  upon  the  home  circumstances  of  expectant 
mothers  are  submitted  so  that  priority  is  given  to  the  admission  of  the  most 
needy  cases. 

Cases  due  for  discharge  at  48  hours  or  later  are  reported  to 
domiciliary  midwives  and  reports  are  obtained  upon  babies  with  congenital 
d  efects. 

Requests  for  reports  are  received  from  Badsley  Moor  Lane  Hospital, 
Oakwood  Hall  Hospital  and  Wathwood  Hospital. 

Due  to  the  prolonged  stay  of  cases  in  these  hospitals  it  is  found 
that  regular  visits  by  a  liaison  Health  Visitor  is  not  necessary.  Routine 
reports  are  submitted  upon  all  tuberculosis  cases  who  formed  the  majority 
of  the  admissions  to  Oakwood  Hall  Hospital. 


Health  Education 


New  Activities 


1  •  Mothers*  Clubs 

A  new  club  opened  in  the  Dinnington  area  in  March,  which  is 
very  popular.  The  membership  is  now  40  young  mothers,  who  take  an 
active  interest  in  all  activities.  The  Health  Visitor  leads  a  monthly 
discussion  on  all  aspects  of  health. 

Speakers  are  invited  from  all  sections  to  address  the  members,  the 
first  of  these  talks  was  given  by  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer. 

The  second  club  opened  at  Brinsworth  later  in  the  year,  the  average 
attendance  is  'JO,  they  also  have  an  active  committee  arranging  their 
programme  assisted  by  the  Health  Visitor. 

2 •  Relaxation  and  Mothercraft 

Three  additional  classes  have  commenced  this  year  bringing  the 
total  number  in  the  division  to  seven. 

The  Health  Visitors  have  taken  the  opportunity  to  enlarge  the 
programme  of  mothercraft  subjects  to  embrace  many  other  aspects  of  child 
health. 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics 


A  small  group  of  Health  Visitors  have  combined  efforts  and 
ideas  to  produce  visual  aids  to  accompany  the  monthly  programme  of 
Health  Education. 

These  are  distributed  to  the  clinics  of  their  colleagues. 

The  staff  in  one  area  are  experimenting  with  group  discussion 
to  minimise  individual  interviewing,  so  far  with  success. 

A  Home  Safety  Exhibition  was  held  during  August  in  Brinsworth 
Clinic  during  a  Home  Safety  Committee  meeting.  Two  members  of  the  nursing 
staff  spoke  on  Home  Accidents. 

The  activities  of  previous  years  have  continued,  these  include 
displays  of  posters,  leaflets,  flannelgraph  and  a  variety  of  peg  board 
displays!  many  of  these  exhibits  were  made  by  the  staff. 

Subjects  ranged  from  ’’Teething  without  Tears"  to  a  most  attractive 
"Nativity  Sceme"  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Films  have  been  shown  on  most  popular  subjects,  full  use  has  been 
made  of  the  recently  acquired  sound  projector. 

Home  Accidents 

Visits  have  been  paid  to  all  patients  admitted  to  hospital 
following  an  accident  in  the  home  with  individual  advice  and  distribution 
0  f  leaflets. 

The  number  of  visits  paid  were  586. 

Smoking  Campaign 

The  smoking  campaign  met  a  mixed  reception,  but  efforts 
are  continuing  to  maintain  its  influence  on  all  appropriate  occasions.

During  1963?  three  cases  were  dealt  with,  1  case  was  sent  to  the  Tudor 
Convalescent  Home  at  Bridlington  and  two  to  the  Boarbank  Convalescent  Home, 
Grange-over-Sands . 

Cancer 

Cases  are  referred  by  the  Radiotherapy  Centre,  Tree  Root  Walk, 

Sheffield,  or  by  the  Health  Visitor  for  financial  help  either  by  cash  grants 
from  the  Marie  Curie  Memorial  Foundation  or  by  recommendations  to  the  National 
Society  for  Cancer  Relief  for  a  weekly  allowance  and,  in  some  cases,  an 
initial  grant  to  purchase  necessities,  such  as  bedding,  etc§  these  grants 
are  disbursed  from  the  Divisional  office,  either  direct  to  the  patient  or  in 
some  cases,  to  the  Health  Visitor,  who  then  purchases  the  items  required. 

Chiropody 

Fourteen  Chiropodists  operating  from  19  Centres  serve  the  Divisional 
area.  Twenty  per  cent  of  old  age  pensioners  receive  chiropody  treatment  and 
there  is  evidence  that  the  scheme  is  reaching  a  position  of  stability  after 
steady  annual  increases. 

County  Council  clinics  are  being  utilised  more  each  year  as  chiropody 
centres.  Seven  clinics  are  already  in  use  and  two  other  clinics  are  likely 
to  be  added  to  the  list  in  the  near  future. 

Some  of  the  more  enthusiastic  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committees  have  combined 
chiropody  sessions  with  entertainments  such  as  beetle  drives,  bingo,  television. 
It  is  regretted  that  this  association  is  a  distraction  to  chiropodist  and  patient 
alike  and  that  some  of  them  will  have  to  be  discontinued. 

Night  sessions  are  too  dangerous  for  old  people  during  the  winter  months 
and  a  change  will  be  necessary  in  areas  where  these  are  held. 

It  seems  likely  that  a  part-time  service  will  continue.  Four  of  the 
chiropodists  have  not  yet  been  registered  but  their  cases  are  still  under 
review.  All  chiropodists  wish  to  continue  in  the  County  Service.

Essentially  tuberculosis  is  a  declining  disease.  The  persistently 
high  number  of  cases  on  the  tuberculosis  register  tends  to  cause  confusion 
because  screening  by  the  Mass  Radiography  Units  has  brought  in  many  cases  of 
a  mild  type  who  previously  would  have  escaped  recognition. 


The  really  important  cases  from  the  public  health  point  of  view 
are  the  pulmonary  cases  with  infectious  sputum.  These  cases  are  better 
controlled  than  ever  before,  with  antibiotic  drugs,  surgery  and  hospital 


isolation  so  that  the  spread  of  infection  is  less  among  the  community 
and  added  impetus  is  given  to  the  decline  in  tuberculosis  deaths. 

There  is  no  difficulty  in  examining  contacts.  People  are  only  too 
■willing  to  attend  for  x-rays,  skin  tests  and  B.C.G#  vaccination. 

Arrangements  were  made  for  the  attendance  at  the  Mass  Radiography 
Unit  of  all  school  leavers  with  strongly  positive  tuberculin  skin  tests. 
Their  chest  x-rays  were  all  negative. 

Efforts  to  persuade  elderly  men  and  women  to  attend  public  chest 
x-ray  sessions  were'  not  particularly  successful.  Talks  were  given  at  Darby 
and  Joan  Clubs  and  members  of  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committees  supported 
the  proposal,  with  little  success. 

It  was  suggested  to  me  that  the  provision  of  free  transport  would  be 
the  only  effective  means  of  obtaining  attendances  for  x-rays  by  old  age 
p  ensioners.

MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 


Psychiatric  Social  Club 


The  inaugural  meeting  of  the  first  Psychiatric  Social  Club  to  he 
promoted  in  the  Division  was  held  in  the  Mai thy  Training  Centre  (the  most 
suitable  and  convenient  venue  for  meetings  of  this  nature)  on  Thursday, 

25th  April,  19635  all  after-care  patients  were  circulated  and  invited  to 
attend  and  the  Medical  Superintendent  of  the  Middlewood  Psychiatric 
Hospital  was  also  informed  of  the  objects  of  the  Club  and  the  activities 
it  was  proposed  to  introduce  and  was  asked  to  arrange  for  a  party  of  suitable 
in-patients  to  attend.  Subsequent  meetings  were  held  at  weekly  intervals 
until  Thursday,  30th  May,  1963,  after  which  date,  it  was  found  necessary  to 
suspend  activities  due  to  building  operations  in  progress  at  the  Centre. 


The  response  of  the  after-care  patients  was  poor  and  the  lack  of 
interest  they  displayed  was  rather  discouraging 5  the  maximum  number  of  such 
persons  who  attended  any  one  meeting  was  eight  only.  A  party  of  12 
in-patients  was  conveyed  from  Middlewood  Hospital  each  week,  however,  and  the 
lively  interest  the  members  of  the  party  took  in  the  programmes  that  were 
arranged,  contributed  in  no  small  measure  to  the  success  of  the  meetings. 


The  Club  was  ppen  on  Thursday  of  each  week  from  7*30  to  9*30  p.m.  The 
programme  took  the  form  of  indoor  games  (darts,  draughts,  dominoes,  etc.), 
dancing  and  small  discussion  groups.  All  equipment  was  borrowed. 

Light  refreshments  were  served  and  Miss  Ball  and  Mr.  Potts,  Mental  Welfare 
Officers,  who  attended  each  meeting,  organised  the  evening’s  entertainment p 
at  the  time  activities  were  suspended,  plans  were  being  formulated  for  a 
more  varied  programme  (including  film  shows,  concerts  and  visits  to  other 
Clubs  and  places  of  interest).  It  had  also  been  agreed  that  Officers  and 
a  small  Working  Committee  should  be  elected  by  the  members  and  that  appropriate 
schemes  should  be  introduced  to  raise  sufficient  funds  to  make  the  venture 
self-supporting.  It  is  hoped  to  put  these  plans  into  operation  when 
meetings  are  resumed. 

Training  Centre 

Hew  workshops  for  adult  males,  two  additional  classrooms  for  adult 
females,  a  special  unit  for  severely  handicapped  children  and  a  new  kitchen 
and  dining  hall  have  increased  the  accommodation  to  115  subnormal  patients 
and  permitted  the  Centre  to  remain  open  all  the  year  round. 

Eight  children  attend  the  Special  Care  Unit,  four  of  whom  are  conveyed 
by  taxi.  Parents  of  these  children  particularly  appreciate  the  service 
given.

Psychiatric  Patients 


The  heavy  pressure  to  which  Middle-wood  Hospital  is  being  constantly 
subjected  to  by  reason  of  the  demands  made  upon  it  from  the  densely  populated 
area  it  covers,  frequently  results  in  acute  bed  shortages.  This  is  particularly 
the  case  so  far  as  elderly  patients  are  concerned.  In  order  to  cope  with 
day  to  day  demands  for  beds,  patients  are  detained  in  hospital  for  a  minimum 
period  only*  .  ■ 

A  steady  flow  of  after-care  patients  continues  to  be  referred?  many 
of  these  patients  are  persons  with  whom  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer  has  had 
no  previous  contact  and  whose  admission  to  hospital  (usually  on  an  informal 
basis)  has  been  arranged  by  the  family  doctor  or  some  other  practitioner. 

Sub-normal  and  Severely  sub-normal  Patients 


All  applications  which  were  received  for  short-stay  hospital  beds 
luring  the  year  were  met  without  difficulty  and  the  desired  accommodation 
obtained  in  every  case.  Two  patients  were  admitted  to  permanent  care  during 
?;he  year  and  seven  are  still  awaiting  accommodation  of  this  nature?  there  are 
no  urgent  cases.

County  Borough,  is  averaging  at  least  six  sessions  per  week  at  Aughton.

From  time  to  time,  certain  areas  of  the  township  were . affected  by 
the  pungent  and  sickly  odour  consequent  upon  the  spreading  of  pea  silage  on 
agricultural  land.  Despite  quick  ploughing-in  after  spreading,  the  odour, 
borne  hy  even  the  slightest  breeze,  tended  to  linger  in  the  atmosphere 
and  was  not  readily  dispersed  or  diffused.  The  farmers  themselves 
appreciated  the  position  very  readily  and  were  anxious  to  co-operate  in  every 
way  possible  to  eliminate  any  nuisance  from  the  use  of  this  most  nutrient 
product.  However,  it  would  appear  from  investigations  and  enquiries 
made  that  as  yet  there  is  no  efficient  way  of  masking  or  eliminating  the 
odour  concerned  -  womewhat  surprising  in  this  modern  age  when  chemical 
deodorants  are  so  much  in  use  in  industrial  and  domestic  fields. 

Complaints  were  also  investigated  regarding  the  emanation  of  foul  odours 
from  the  stream  forming  the  southern  boundary  of  the  district.  Following 
investigations,  it  was  found  that  faulty  effluents  from  a  sewage  disposal 
plant  in  the  Rotherham  Rural  District  Council's  area  and  the  Council's  own 
Wood  Lea  disposal  works  were  contributing  to  the  nuisance f  as  also  was  the 
fact  that  debris  in  the  stream  was  aiding  silting-up  and  impeding  free  flow* 
As  a  result  of  representations  to  Rotherham  R.D.C.  measures  were  taken  to 
improve  the  effluent  from  their  plant,  and  the  stream  was  cleared  of  debris 
at  the  joint  expense  of  both  authorities.  Unfortunately,  however,  the 
effluent  from  the  Wood  Lea  works  was  little  improved.  The  only  permanent 
solution  to  the  problem  will  come  with  the  planned  re-building  and 
enlargement  of  the  works  in  a  joint  scheme  with  Rotherham  R.D.C.  In  the 
meanwhile,  regular  sampling  is  carried  out  at  four  specific  locations  on 
the  stream  to  maintain  a  constant  assessment  of  the  public  analyst's  findings#

Gradually,  the  number  of  houses  requiring  "conversions”  is  being 
reduced.  Due  to  the  absence  of  a  sewer  in  the  rural  part  of  the  area, 
in  which  the  eight  remaining  houses  are  situated,  conversion  work  must  of 
necessity  include  provision  of  septic  tanks  or  small  disposal  plants. 
Nevertheless,  one  such  conversion  was  effected  during  the  year,  and 
plans  were  approved  for  a  further  two  in  early  1964*

The  Department  now  has  agreements  with  three  firms  of  estate  agents 
to  clear  blocked  drains  on  a  rechargeable  basis  at  properties  which  they 
control  within  the  area?  such  agreements  not,  however,  including  repair  or 
renewal  of  defective  drains.  The  agreements  enable  work  to  be  done 
promptly  and  with  the  minimum  of  inconvenience  to  tenants.

Occasional  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  regarding  insufficient 
pressure  in  part  of  the  south  ward,  (i.e.  in  the  Muglet  Lane  area),  and  some 
improvement  was  effected  by  adjustments  in  the  main  distribution.  The  only 
permanent  solution,  however,  will  come  with  the  installation  by  the  Board 
of  the  proposed  new  trunk  main.

On  the  whole ,  I  feel  that  local  food  premises  have  continued  to  display 
the  required  standards  of  hygiene  -  due,  no  doubt,  to  a  real  awareness  of 
traders  and  their  staff  to  both  need  for  and  value  of  hygienic  practices, 
and  also  to  the  maintenance  of  good  liaison  between  the  trade  and  my  Department. 
So  much  so,  that  on  those  occasions  when  there  has  been  some  temporary  lapse 
in  a  particular  aspect  of  the  regulations  it  has  only  been  necessary  for 
a  cautionary  word  to  rectify  the  matter. 


One  aspect  of  food  hygiene  which  has  caused  me  some  measure  of  concern 
was  the  persistent  habit  of  certain  "bread  van"  operators  of  leaving  rear  and 
side  doors  open  for  undue  periods  of  time  -  even  when  travelling  from 
call  to  call.  Much  time  was  spent  in  lecturing  offenders  and/or 
contacting  their  superiors,  and,  I  am  pleased  to  say,  some  measure  of 
success  was  achieved.  This  problem  is  undoubtedly  one  which  requires 
constant  vigilance,  as  the  needs  of  food  hygiene  are  often  overshadowed 
by  any  time  saving  techniques  employed  to  beat  rival  operators  in  the  race 
for  daily  trade. 

Unsuccessful  proceedings  were  taken  under  regulation  28  of  the  Pood 
Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  i960,  against  an  ice-cream  vendor  for  the 
absence  of  hot  water,  soap  and  towel  on  a  retail  sales  van. 

The  extent  of  the  food  trade  can  be  judged  from  the  fact  that  90  of 
the  township^  145  retail  establishments  are  engaged  in  the  sale  of  food 
commodities.  Hithertofore ,  I  have  summarised  these  premises  in  accordance 
with  particular  trades  (i.e.  butcher,  grocer,  etc.),  but  the  widening  of 
trading  activities  to  attract  new  custom  makes  it  virtually  impossible  in 
many  instances  to  make  any  specific  classification  at  all. 


From  a  glance  at  the  number  of  food  hawkers  registered,  one  might 
assume  that  our  streets  have  a  regular  parade  of  vans  and  lorries ^  but 
this  is  not  altogether  so.  Many  of  those  registered  have  now  ceased 
operating  in  the  area,  and  I  estimate  that  less  than  5 ®!°  are  1101/9  an 
regular  circulation.

Only  one  registration  was  issued  under  Section  120  of  the  West 
Riding  County  Council  (General  Powers)  Act  1951?  being  merely  a 
re-registration  following  change  of  ownership  of  a  ladies’  hairdressing 
salon.  Thus,  there  is  no  change  in  the  number  of  effective  registrations, 
which  ares- 

(a)  Male  hairdressing  6 

(b)  Female  "  13

Pet  Animals  Act,  1951* 

Only  one  renewal  licence  was  applied  for  and  granted  during  the  year. 
Atmospheric  Pollution 

Once  again,  work  was  confined  to  periodic  visits  to  local  schools 
and  business  and  commercial  premises  to  check  on  smoke  emissions,  boiler 
installations,  etc.  The  two  actual  complaints  about  smoke  nuisances 
were  adequately  rectified  after  investigation. 

Public  Cleansing 

The  weekly  service  (or  twice  weekly  to  schools  and  certain  commercial 
premises)  was  maintained  with  the  S.D.  Freighter  (6  loaders)  and 
Bedford  Eagle  (2  or  3  loaders )$  and  the  efficiency  can  be  judged  by  the  fact 
that  only  8  complaints  were  received  during  the  year.  There  is  little 
which  requires  additional  comment  this  year,  but  I  would  like  to  take 
this  opportunity  of  expressing  appreciation  for  the  efforts  of  the 
personnel  in  maintaining  this  service  to  the  public,  regardless  of  extreme 
weather  conditions,  etc. 


Despite  providing  this  service,  and  the  Council’s  offer  to  collect 
free  of  charge  any  bulky  household  refuse  (e.g.  beds,  old  furniture ,  etc*) 
we  are  still  faced  with  indiscriminate  dumping  of  litter  and  rubbish  in 
various  parts  of  the  township.  I  must  agree,  however,  that  the  practice 
has  diminished  to  a  great  extent  §  but  it  is  annoying  and  disheartening  to 
see  a  small  section  of  the  community,  lacking  in  civic  pride,  who  are 
defying  all  efforts  to  keep  our  township  tidy.
